{Translated from the German Sonntagpést.] 
The war will pay.“ So declared a representative 
of J. F. Morgan 4 Co. at the time, according te a 
statement contained in a book published by Hanotaug, 
the former French minister of the exterior. 
statement in question wae made in the course of a 
conference which took place in the fall of 1914 between 
the banker, two former American ambassadors at 
Paris and some representatives of the French govern - 
ment. The Amerieang promised to see to it that the 
United States would join the allies; it would indeed | 
cost an immense amount of money to influence pub- 
lic sentiment in America until the desired result was 
reached; but the war would “pay.” 
The war has paid—for those who invested 
qillions in order to make the peaceable American 
people willing to fight with the allles. 
current budget qf 3659 million dollars is made up of 
two divisions. The regular expenses of the govern- 
ment are 1650 millions, this is to say 45 per cent. The 
remaining two thousand million dollars are expenses 
which did not exist before the war—in other worde 
we have here the legacy of the war. First there is an 
itefn of about one thousand million dollars interest on 
liberty and victory bonds, Then comes $75 million 
dollars set aside to redeem a part of these bonds. 
The rest of 625 million dollars is for war veterans, 
pensions, ete. ; - and this terrible burden will continue 
for a long number of years! There is no doubt that 
it. will even increase yet!
